Dr.  Diepenbach  spoke  in  the  Mayence  Coin  Club  meeting  of  February  1 of 
Ferdinand  Korn  who  was  a mint  engraver  and  seal  cutter  in  Mainz.  Korn,  whose 
family  came  from  Spandau,  was  born  in  Mainz  on  March  13,  1826,  and  settled  there 
as  an  engraver.  After  his  repeated  failure  to  obtain  the  position  of  a mint  master 
in  his  country,  in  1856  he  accepted  the  invitation  of  Napoleon  III  and  took  the 
position  of  mint  master  in  Paris. 

Upon  assignment  he  designed  there  a coin,  the  size  of  a "double  taler",  and  he 
put  the  head  of  the  Emperor  on  the  front  side  with  the  inscription  "Napoleon  III 
Emperor  of  France"  and  his  own  signature  "F.  Korn”,  while  on  the  reverse  side  he 
engraved  the  words  "God  protect  the  Kaiser  and  country”  in  a crown  of  leaves  and 
around  the  edge  the  words  "In  Mainz".  Some  copies  in  silver  and  tin  were  made 
from  this  coin  in  the  mint  of  Frankfurt,  and  from  these  a few  pieces  got  into  the 
mint  trade  as  so  called  "Rheinbundtaler".  This  then  brought  serious  accusations 
with  it  against  the  designer  as  "Traitor  to  the  fatherland  and  a friend  of  the 
French".  As  a matter  of  fact,  the  Senate  instituted  disciplinary  proceedings  against 
an  employee  of  the  mint  of  Frankfurt,  because  he,  against  instructions,  produced 
the  coin  in  the  Frankfurt  mint. 

In  1855  Korn  received  an  invitation  to  Herne  as  mint  master.  He  there  produced 
a series  of  five  Franc  pieces.  In  1859  he  was  employed  as  mint  master  in  Wiesbaden 
and  retired  after  the  Princedom  of  Nassau  was  incorporated  in  Prussia  in  1867  Hi- 
died  in  Partenkirehen  on  May  26.  1891.  Apart  from  the  last  association  talers  of 
Nassau,  there  are  medals  of  Bishop  Kaiser  of  Mainz  and  of  Justus  von  Liebig  know  a 
as  made  by  him.
